I consider th at 1 have given suffi­ 
cient time and care to this case to justify me in

to be an acquired 
habit Irom the devotional training to which she 
has i>eeu subjected. Considering the religious Hie 
to which she has been raised and her voluntary 
and necessary retirem ent from society in general, 
we may readily conceive why she should bo some­ 
what diflerent from ladies of soriety in her gen­ 
eral bearing aud deportm ent, and, to a certain 
cxleiit, why she would bo considered a little ec­ 
centric in her m anner and gesture.

lie pained and uneasy tinder words oi '•«jorn. abuse 
am; 
obscenity, 
and 
th at 
opprohrous 
lan­ 
guage m ust bo harrowing 
to 
her 
feelings; 
and how that she has taken the holy and religions 
vows of her order, we can very readily coucclvo 
why she slioiild not lie considered a lit and proper 
subject for tne l.nnatlc Asylum, where she m ust of 
necessity be subjccteil to m isrepresentations by 
patients, the opprrohlous and obscene language 
used there by tiio unfortutiate creatures around 
her, and more espcclaily as the ’latlen tso f our

In contlrmarion of my 
statem ent that .Sister

lieve, for a person of her tcm peram cut, that to be 
placed am ong kind and benevolent irlcnds, per- 
sons who would take a direr' Interest in her and 
treat her kindly, gently dissuading her of her ec- 
centric ways, and remlering her every assistance 
In her religious career, would be the most bene- 
ilcial thing th at could happen to her. 
As eccen- 
trlcltv borilers on insanity to such an extent as to | 
make It difficult to distinguish it from Im-anlty, 
and as I believe her eccentricity to be .’hlofly 
cau.sed by the privations ati i aiuises to which she 
has been sublocted, so It is Miat I believe it to be 
extrem ely deirim enfal to the patient to b e sub­ 
jected to tUo Roverniaent of an asylum where 
from necessity she m ust ije subjeeic'l to the iin- 
avoidable 
annoyances caused by 
ih j class of 
patient', around her.

As It was possible lor 
me to dissuade this p,»tient from saying things th at 
might possibly Ik; taken in »n unfavorable ligbt, so 
I believe it j)oss,bio to so Iniluence her th at her 
c.’contrloltics may be greatly dlrn'mslied if not 
cntlrclyolilltcrated. T h eiacto f mv ocing able to 
tnniieiico her in thb. one pomi inake:i me believe 
that she has Hufficicnt power over her wlli to 
m bject herself to good government. It has been 
stated that her passions and emotions are not 
great enough to corresnomi wliti her alleged 
persecutions. It is a well-known fact that Insane 
persons cannot exorcise control over their pas­ 
sions and em otions for any length oi tim e; and 
that cyjutrol over these passions is one of the lirst 
evidences of recovery from Insanity. The patient 
over sinoo she has been under my observation has 
exorcised the same constant coidroi over her 
paaatooa.

acen one th at could exercise the same control over 
her paaaiona, and this point 1 regard as good evt- 
denee o f the sane condition or her nund, aa tt 
ahows Bhe haa control over the power of will.

She 
ba.l been an attendant a t the lunatic asylum on 
Bliickwcil’s Island lor about a m onth; she had ire- 
qmmtly .seen Miss McCabe and visited her often in 
lier room. 
o. Did you ever see anything in her behavior or 
talk indicating Insanityi A. .She waa very doubt­ 
ful at first, but one by ono these doubts were re­ 
m oved; iu .'^cptombcr Miss McCabe was traiis- 
Icrred from hall .5 to hall 6; halls 2 and 3 are the 
only ones the public can s e e ; after Miss McCabe 
WU.S removed to hall 6 she (witness) was not al­ 
lowed to visit her; the attendant a t the door said 
th at no one but Mias Wright would be allowed 
to see her; Dr. P.srsous asked her what she 
thought of Mls.^ McCalio and she said she thought 
she was very scitsioic; the doctor seemed im patient 
and said her ic.Uiiiioiiy would not am ount to m ucn; 
sho had never seen anything in .Sister Mary th at 
showed indications of violence; very few would un­ 
derstand lier, unless of congenial sp irit; she was 
hei-self a Cathelic. 
Cross-exam ined-M 1.SS McCabe was never in her 
care; her duties were night w atch: a t first she 
thought her peculiar; she thought it peculiar that 
she should talk against priests. 
q. Were you congenial with her f A. I don’t know 
th at 1 am wortliy to be congenial with a Sister of 
Charity, being my self a worldly person. 
MISS M’ CABK AGAIN K ECITIN G H E R STORY. 
Miss McCabe was now called to the witness 
stand. She had quite a lengthy, private talk with 
the Judge, aud then M r.'low nsend said he only 
wished to Ask her a few questions. The im pression 
seemed to be th at she had no friends am ong the 
priests, and he wished to know if th at was so. A. 
All my trouble arose from Father McAleor; no ono 
but he ever told me to take off my habit; I have 
hundreds of friends am ong priests; I have no 
charges to make against any Blshoiis. 
'To Mr. Vandcrpoel—In the bags she brought to 
Court were her own, papers and books; she 
was afraid they might be stolen if she did not keep 
them with her; am ong the papers wero letters. 
Mr. Vanderpoel-W ell, go on. 
Miss McCabe—if I go on talking you will say I am 
crazy. 
(I.aiightor.) 
Judge Sedgwick—Yon 
need only answ er the 
questious asked. 
.Mr. Vanderpoel—Why did you leave the convent 
at St. John, N. B.f 
Miss McCabe—He is not my friend. Judge, but 
only m eans to quiz me. Sliall I answ er him? and 
he looks so good-natured, too. 
(Laughter.) 
Judge Soddgwick—you need not answ er unless 
you choose. 
Mr. Vaudcrpool—I will look stern if th at will do 
better. 
Miss McCabe—He only w ants to m ake fun of me. 
Dr. Johnson makes no such gestures, aud he is a 
periect gentlem an. Dr. Parsons rolls his eyes 
about and pays no attention to me. 
Alter the almve interchange of rem arks nearly an 
hour was consumed in questioning Miss McCabe 
and in listening to her story. She said, among 
other things, th at she had 
L IV E D T H R E E W EEKS ON STARCH 
Since she had been in the asylum. Sne stated also, 
th at on another occasion she subsisted on “a cup 
of tea and a crnrab for a week.” Alter a tim e the 
Judge said th at she m ust be fatigued, and that there 
was no necessity m at the counsel ask her any fur­ 
ther questions. 
On Miss McCabe again taking her seat it was 
stated by counsel on both aides th at they had no 
further witnesses to call. The Judge asked them if 
they wislicd lo sum up, and upon their statin g that 
they did, an adjournm ent took place till eleven A. 
M. next Thursday for th at purpose.

Colonel Blood, jointly implicated w lth'V ictoria C. 
Woodhull and Tcnnie C. Clalln in the publication of 
the alleged libels lately published in the Woodhun 
«C Claflin Wtvklv, Is still in hot w ater. 
He is 
anxious to get out of prison und breathe once 
more the air 
of freedom. 
His 
counsel, Mr. 
William 
F. 
Howe, 
unquestionably 
thonghi 
he 
had hit the 
right 
nail 
on 
the 
head 
when he applied to Judg-» Faneher, at .Supreme 
Court, Chambers, for a w rit of ctrtiorarl in his case, 
the object of the w rit being submission to the 
Jndgc of the proceedings oefore Judge Fowler, and 
upon them a motion to rednce Colonel Blood’s bail. 
The application was granted w ithout hesitancy by 
Judge Fowler, and the hearing ol the m atter set 
down for yesterday. Everything was ready. 


COLONBL 
BLOOD’S BONDSMAN 
was willing to affix his autograph to any docn- 
inent calling for m oderate pecuniary liabiUly that 
would releaae the Colonel, hnt the m atter did not 
reach the culm inating point anctlcipated; or, in 
other words, Colonel Blood and bondsman and 
counsel Imliilged in a prem ature counting of chick­ 
ens—a widely prevalent weakness in these days. 
Mr. Ilowe, who never spoke more confidently in his 
life, or his face more radiantly smiling, explained 
the proceedings beioro Judge Fowler and th e 
d'Mnand of $5,otio bail for CoIon'M Blood. H<> said 
the Colonel wa.s prepared to give ball. Mr. W. H. 
King stood ready to ’«ecome Ids surety. He sup­ 
posed there woiiHl ho no difficulty in the m atter, 
but he had uiider.siood that the acceptance of Mr 
King as hondsmiin would be obj,;cted to on the 
ground of his being a resident ol Rings eountv 
and the real estate upon which bail was offered be­ 
ing in that county. The charge agnlnst Colonel 
Blooil, he InMsied, was 
ONLY A MI.SDFMP.ANnR. 
and th at It was iinnsual to exact so excessive an 
am ount; but the reverse was usual—to let m urder- 
crs. nurglara, forgers and otners roam round the 
c it y OD much less ball. 
Aaelstant District Attorucv SnlHvan said th at tt. 
was a rule of ttieir office not to accept ball of the 
character offered, 
it was clear to be seen why it 
would not do to deviate from this rule. In only 
one instance had the rule had ever been departed 
from, and this was one strongly appealing to their 
sym pathies. 
Judge Faneher ststed th at he saw no canse for 
interference as to w hether the hail proffered was 
proper ball. 
He would leave this m atter with the 
l)istrict Attorney. 
Mr. Howe next moved 
VACATION OF TH E rOMMITMKNT, 
on the gronm! that it was signed by Judge Fowler 
as Judge of the Third IMstrlct Court. He urged th at 
there waa no such officer known to the Taw—no 
anch officer voted for or sworn In. 
Judge Faneher denlwl this motion. 
Mr. Howe was Irrepressible. He had not exhansted 
ills legal batteries. He now moved to set aside 
the com plaint altogether.

nel Btood acted only in the eapaclty of their eer- 
vsu t 
Mr. gQiUvan read the teatim ony of Mr. S m l^ 
■ettlng forth th at Colonel Blood had called on him 
In regard to printing the laat num ber of iroodAufi 
<* Cioiittn's n ^kU vT tb a t nc aaaleted in transferring 
the papera from the printing office to their pubU- 
catlon office, and had paid for the printing. 
Tiffs, be claimed, m ade oot a strong case against 
Colonel Blood. 
Mr. Uowe thought it proved nothing, only th at 
Colonel Blood aided in the publication of the paper, 
but knew nothing of its contente. 
Judge Faneher, alter listening to further re­ 
m arks, stated that a p rim a /iid e case bad already 
been made against the prisoner. 
Ue adjourned 
the case till to-morrow, and m eantim e allowed Mr. 
Howe to arrange with the District Attorney as to 
the ooceptability of bail.

The important enbjeet of defoteeting the 
vaet and yet thinly-eettled Territories of the 
country is beginning to excite attention abroad 
in connection with the natoral advantagee that 
the United States will offer to fixture immi­ 
gration. 
Oar Madrid correspondent writes in 
a recent letter that “Spain now snffers from 
the want of wood, which was recklessly cut 
down, and Madrid owes its eminence, as the 
most unhealthy city in Europe, to the removal 
of the glorious forests which once surrounded 
it. ” 
A London contemporary, in commenting 
upon the tremendous ravages of the settler’s 
axo in America, compares this wholesale strip­ 
ping the Republic's soil of its timber to 
Delilah’s robbing Samson of the secret of his 
strength. 
The idea is not a bad one, espe­ 
cially if we consider what science has now 
demonstrated, that there is a close connection 
between the extent of forests and the amount 
of rainfall, and that the tiny raindrop itself 
represento an amount of force which beggars 
the ancient giant’s. 
The average annual rain­ 
fall of Groat Britain is about twenty-five 
inches; yet it is computed by all scien­ 
tists 
that 
the 
force-equivalent of all 
the 
coal 
raised 
at 
the 
present 
yield in the English coal mines for a thous.md 
years would not bo sufficient, if converted into 
heat, to produce England’s rain supply for a 
single year. 
To produce from aqueous vapor 
a quantity of snow which a child could carry 
demands, says Tyndall, an exertion of energy 
competent to gather np the largest stone ava­ 
lanche and pitch it to twice the Alpine height 
from which it fell; and, in this view, the 
removal of trees may be regarded as beyond 
the power of expression, exhaustive and fatal 
to the agricultural life of the country. 
We are 
not unaware that a few scientific writeis have 
disputed the proposition that the vegetation of 
a country affects its climate. 
But the facts 
strongly confirm it. 
It is certain that within 
the historic period many climatic changes, ex­ 
plicable in no other way, have occurred. 
In 
Italy the modem clearing of the Apennines is 
nuivetsally believed to have altered the climate 
of the rich Po valley, where now the scirocco, 
unkno'wn lo the armies of ancient Rome, 
breathes its deadly breath of flame over the 
right bank of that classic stream, in the terri­ 
tory of Parma. 
The later removal of the pine 
foresta near Ravenna, 
the 
“immemorial 
wood’ ’ in which Dante roamed, induced the 
blighting ravages of this wind until the wood 
had been allowed to grow again, when the 
evil was abated. The destruction of the Vosges 
forests was observed to sensibly deteriorate 
the famous fertility of Alsace; and it is also 
an historic fact that the deforesting of the 
Cevennes, in the reign of Augustus, left the 
large and rich tracts near the mouth of the 
Rhone exposed to the before unheard-of mis­ 
tral, or northwest wind, before which the area 
of olive culture retreated many leagues, and 
that of the orange culture became restricted 
and profltless, even where it had formerly 
been most proliflo. 
The present physical con­ 
dition of the classic countries around the 
Mediterranean shores unquestionably belies 
the glowing descriptions given by ancient 
geographers and historians of their pristine 
verdure and fertility. 
Rivers famous in song 
and story have shrunk to insignificant stream­ 
lets, and many of these celebrated watercourses 
have ceased to be perennial. 
Indeed, it can 
hardly be doubted, even if we had no satisfac­ 
tory explanation of the feet, that this disrob­ 
ing of the earth; if allowed to go on, will, in 
the lapse of years, reduce its fair and salu­ 
brious bosom to the aspect of a South American 
llano, to borrow the fine fignre of Humboldt, 
“ dead and rigid, like the stony crust of a des­ 
olated idanet. ” 
The necessity of forests, to prevent the 
rapid evaporation 
from the soil and its 
consequent 
hardening 
and 
baking, 
is 
obvious. 
This all-important 
end 
is ac­ 
complished by retarding the winds, which 
desiccate the land, while the leafy canopy 
condenses the floating vapors and causes 
, them to descend in fertilizing showers, so 
^ that all hyetal charts show that wooded re­ 
gions have more and more equally distributed 
moisture than the praix-ies. 
We know that 
mountains act as condensers, partly by tilting 
or deflecting upward the passing vapor-laden 
air current into a higher region, where it can 
more freely radiate its heat into space and be 
condensed, and partly by the direct agency of 
their chilly brows. 
Why should not the trees 
act in producing a similar result ? 
We know 
that in sections of rainless country, as in 
Egyi>t, the planting of trees has been rewarded 
by imexpcctcd and before unknown rainfall. 
In this last mentioned land of a former great­ 
ness, in 1798 and ’99, during the French occu­ 
pation, for sixteen months not a drop of rain 
fell, but since Mohammed Ali has covered the 
vast bed of sand with millions of fig and 
orange trees it is now no longer dependent on 
I the Nile irrigation, but is blessed and fmcti- 
fled with an annual rainfall of several inches. 
This question certainly assumes national im­ 
portance in this country when wo look at the 
rapid strides of the emigrant march to the 
West and the groat Territories of the extreme 
Northwest. 
The white pine is the most valu­ 
able lumber tree of America, and yet the an­ 
nual 
receipts 
of 
it 
at 
Chicago 
alo^e 
exceed eight hundred million feet. 
It is 
estimated 
by 
careful 
statisticians 
that 
the railways require, 
annually, 
at 
least 
twelve 
million feet 
of hardwood timber 
for 
ties 
alone. 
Others 
have 
computed 
the annual clearance in the United States to be 
over two million five hundred and fifty five 
thousand acres, and the locomotive consiimp- 
' tion at seven million cords of logs in a year, 
, which is the product of five hundred acres per 
I day. 
Enormous as such estimates are, they 
are small compared with what they may be iu 
the next twenty years. Pliny said, “The begin­ 
nings of a river are insignificant and its in­ 
fancy irivolous.” 
Such is emphatically the 
case with the greatest rivers of our Continent 
and those of South America. The head woters 
of the Amazon, high up amid the snowy sum­ 
mits of the Andes, would scarcely run our 
mills ; the fountains of our great Ohio, Colum­ 
bia, MiMOuri and “the Father of Waters” are 
feeble rills, scarcely distinguishable to the 
explorer. 
Is it impossible that mnuy of our 
now noble itreams—not less valuable to our 
people than the gold-laden waters of the Pac­ 
tólas, that ran down on the plains of Sardis— 
may be dwarfed or dried up ? 
If the pro­ 
cess of deforesting oontianes at its present 
accelerated 
rates a quarter of a oentnry 
longer, what is (o hinder (he land fro s enter­ 


ing upon a long era of phyaioal degeneracy 
andoUmatie deterioration that muni eap its 
indwtrial and even ita inteUeotoal energiee? 
It is even now almost too late to retrieve the 
eariy follies of precipitate and reckless denn- 
dation of the virgin soiL 
Fortunately for the oonntry, especially in 
the fer Northwest and in the portions of Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory west of the 
coast range, there yet remain vast seas of 
forest—lignite, fir, oak and the mighty pine— 
from which may be hewn spars fit . 
To be the mast 
or some great ammlrat: 
and soon this whole section must loom up as 
the timber and lumber trade centre of the 
Continent 
Fortunately, too, the authorities 
of the Northern Pacific Railway have saga­ 
ciously instituted a system ol planting new 
trees and economizing old ones along its 
whole line through the Northwest. 
Some of 
the States, also, have wisely legislated in the 
same direction. 
B ut unless there can be ex­ 
cited a national interest in this subject it 
most become evident to the most unobservant 
as it has 
long been to the thoughtful 
physicist that 
the vast interior of the 
United States must part with 
its mag- 
nifloont agricultural 
prosperity 
and 
ex­ 
perience a deterioration of climate not less 
to be dreaded than that of the Spanish penin­ 
sula around Madrid—subject to those exces­ 
sive and morbific variations of temperature 
which make man “feel by turns the bitter 
change of fierce extremes.” 
As we have intimated, it is not too late for 
national legislation to throw its mgis over the 
noble forests of our great Northwestern and 
Pacific Territories, now rapidly opening up, 
and to encourage the planting of trees on an 
extensive scale. 
It is neither from sentiment 
nor from the mere leadings of scientific theory 
that we make this appeal for those venerable 
and true aborigines of the soil. 
Whose boughs are mossea with age. 
And high tops bald w ith dry antiquity. 
But we press it upon the people as a measure 
of prevention, to avert the menacing evils of 
climatal and physical degeneracy, agricultural 
prostration and eventual national decadence. 
Are we willing actually to bequeath to pos­ 
terity a realization of that figment of the poet’s 
imagination, a terra damnata f 


T h e 
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E m i g r a t i o n . 
It will be seen by our special cable telegram 
published in another column that the govern­ 
ment at Berlin has issued a decree, signed by 
the Minister of Commerce, commanding the 
railway companies of Germany to discontinue 
the practice of transporting emigrant passen­ 
gers at a reduced rate of fare. 
It seems that 
the practice hud been to carry the emigrants 
from the interior provinces to the seaboard 
at very low rates, and their baggage free, 
which had a tendency, of coni’se, to encourage 
emigration. 
This arbitrary decree requiring 
the railway companies to charge fuU rates of 
fare 
for 
persons and baggage is 
evi­ 
dently 
intended 
as 
an 
obstruction to 
emigration, 
for 
it 
increases 
the 
cost 
and difficulties of reaching the seaboard. 
Emperor William does not like to lose the 
bone and sinew of Germany. He needs a great 
deal of it for his enormous army and to 
enable him to consolidate his new Empire 
against possible enemies abroad and the grow­ 
ing republican spirit at home. He needs those 
stalwart Germans to keep the French intimi­ 
dated, to uphold dynastic rule and privileges, 
to strengthen imperialism and to promote the 
material interests of the Fatherland. 
From 
these considerations he would naturally oppose 
emigration frvom Germany to any country 
on the globe; but he, like all his crowned 
brethren, cannot look with favor upon the 
constant 
and 
steady 
accession 
which 
European emigration brings to the American 
Republic, and consequently to the progress 
of republican ideas generally. 
He and his 
brother 
monarchs, 
and the aristocracies 
of 
Europe, 
know 
very well that the 
i seed of republicanism thus sown by a con­ 
tinual stream of emigration to the United 
States reacts powerfully upon the different 
countries of Europe. 
England, as we have 
seen, endeavors through her emigration com­ 
missioners and other agencies, and often by 
misrepresentation of the United States, to 
I divert her emigrating population to the colo­ 
nies or other countries. 
Though more liberal 
than the German government as regards the 
freedom of action of the people, she is not less 
jealous of the gro'wing power and influence of 
republican America. 
The action of the Em­ 
peror of Germany, as stated in the despatch 
referred to, may check the emigration of the 
poorer class for a time, but will )irove futile 
upon those who have more nicHU.s. 
We doubt 
if it will have much effect in lessening the 
number of emigrante. 
The Germans desire 
to escapo from military service and despot­ 
ism—from 
the 
wrath to 
conio of dy­ 
nastic 
and 
ambitious 
wars 
which are 
constantly impending in 
Europe—and to 
better thoir condition in this land of freedom, 
equality and cheap lands. 
While we admire 
the brave old German Emperor for many 
I noble qualities and for bis resolve to enlarge 
the municipal liberties of his people against 
the oppositiou of the Prussian aristocracy, we 
<hiuk he has made a serious mistake in this 
¡ autocratic decree to stop emigration. 
It is 
warring against the inevitable as well as 
against the most sacred right of the people to 
choose their own domicile and to improve 
their condition. 


T h e F re n c h G ovebnm ent is honorably and 
efficiently active in the discharge of its neutral 
I obligations towards the Spanish Crown and 
the contending faction of the Carlista which 
I seeks to operate against Amadeus from the soil 
! of the Republic. 
This fact is made still more 


j apparent by the contents of our cable despatch 
from Paris. 


T h e P o p e an d t h e K in o o f I t a l y .—His 
Holiness Pope Pins the Ninth remains firm in 
, bis declaration of the non jmsumuH against 
Italy, as well in her Treasury as her general 
diplomatic national policy. 
Signor Sella, Min­ 
ister of Finance in the Cabinet of Victor Em­ 
manuel, has just informed the Pontiff officially 
that the State guarantees the payment of the 
annuity voted to him by the P.Trliamcnt. 
Car­ 
dinal AuUmelli replied that the Pope “de- 
clines to receive the annuity.” 
The Pope, by 
his action in this instance, sustains the princi­ 
ple of a free Church in a free State, and his 
refusal to take a large sum of money which 
haslieen raised frfmi the Italian people by 
direct taxation is, no matter a hat may be his 
inflencing motive, creditable to him as a 
priest and a patriot. 
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We commend to the special attention of onr 
readers the interesting report which we pnb- 
lish this morning of the speeohas and proceed­ 
ings of the recent large and influential public 
meeting in the city of London “with the.view 
to aid in the mitigation and eventually the 
entire suppression of the slave trade on the 
F.aBt Coast of Africa.” The Lord Mayor pre­ 
sided on the occasion, and, after stating the 
object of the meeting, he expressed his grati­ 
fication that the government had taken up the 
question and had placed it in the hands of the 
fittest man (hat could be found for the work— 
Sir Bartle Fwre. 
He regretted, however, the 
existence of that unwise treaty with the Bultan 
of Zanzibar, which was a disgrace to the coun­ 
try, from which it appears that England is by 
treaty stipulations a confederate in this East 
African traffic ; and he feared that to get rid 
of this unholy compact it would be necessary 
to recompense the Sultan, or, in plainer terms, 
to bay him off. Still, the Lord Mayor had 
great hopes of the succees of Sir Bartle Prere’s 
mission. 
The Bishop of Winchester next offered the 
first resolution of the evening, to wit—“That 
the some imperative duty which rested upon 
Great Britain to suppress the West African 
slave trade bind.s her to the suppression of 
that on the East Coast;” and in this connec­ 
tion the gloomy picture which ho presents us 
of the extent and the horrors of this abomi­ 
nable traffic may well be called a burning shame 
to England as a pioneer of Christian civiliza­ 
tion. The Bishop of Winchester, however, 
did not confine himself to the details of the 
terrible evil, but had some remedial measures 
to offer. 
And we concur with him in his sug­ 
gestion that the Sultan of Zanzibar should be 
compelled to put an end to this traffic, and the 
proposition of establishing the liberated slaves 
in a colony or colonies, under England’s pro­ 
tection, on the Continent near Zanzibar, is a 
good 
one. 
In 
ita 
support 
we 
may 
here mention the success of the Ameri­ 
can colony of 
liberated 
slaves on the 
West Coast, which has ripened into the pros­ 
perous black Republic of Liberia. 
When the 
negro slavery system of our Southern States 
was at the height of its power, when there 
appeared to be ni) other way of reaching the 
evil, the African Colonization Society was 
formed, with Liberia as its base of operations. 
That greatest of American statesmen of his 
time, Henry Clay, was for many years the 
especial guide and director of this society, and 
so fully did he believe in its ultimate success 
that he looked hopefully forward to the day 
when the republic of Liberia, composed mainly 
of enlightened Christian freedinen froni the 
United States, would not only furnish a solu­ 
tion for American slavery in the increasing 
removal of our blacks to Africa from year to 
year, but would, from its material advantages 
and moral power, be the redemption and re­ 
generation of the African Continent. 
Mr. Clay’s ideas on this snbject we can now 
perceive were somewhat visionary; but he 
was fully up with the front rank of the philan­ 
thropists of his time. 
Indeed, so late as 1862, 
and in the midst of our Southern rebellion, 
on this very question of African slavery Presi­ 
dent Lincoln conld find nothing better to 
recommend to Congress than a scheme of 
gradual emancipation, whereby slavery in the 
United States would be abolished by the year 
1900. 
The pressure of the war for the life of 
the nation brought him to the shorter process 
of his emancipation proclamation in 1863 ; 
but it was because public opinion had ripened 
to this tremendous alternative. 
But Mr. 
Clay’s African colonization scheme, as now 
developed in the prosperous independent 
black RepubUc of Liberia, still stands the 
encouraging example to England for this pro­ 
posed colony or these colonies of freedmen on 
the East African coast. 
But let us return to 
this London meeting. 
Mr. H. M. Stanley, who was received with 
loud aud prolonged cheers, followed the 
Bishop of Winchester with his text of the 
second resolution, “that all those who desire 
to promote the abolition of the East African 
slave trade should make its enormities os 
widely known os possible.” 
This was pre­ 
cisely the idea for Mr. Stanley, tor he declared 
that it was for this purpose ho was present. 
His speech upon this point is fiill of interest­ 
ing facts gathered from actual observation. 
Nor did he beat about the bush in reference to 
the criminal complicity and responsibility of 
England in this East African slave traffic, but 
disclosed the stubborn fact, that with all its 
professions of philanthropy, the “English 
government had boeu 
selling slaves and 
taking money for them.” 
“He would give 
the names of persons who had taken slaves 
from ships at so much a head.” 
Of course it 
would be said that this was only hiring out, but 
it was slavery, “and if England wished to be 
called the champion of slaves she must have 
nothing to do with the accursed thing.” Stan­ 
ley, fortified by his own observations and by 
the aboundii^ 
testimony of Livingstone, 
“spoke as one having authority;” and his 
expositions of tho guilt of Her Majesty’s gov­ 
ernment iu this buying and selling of the 
kidnapped blacks of Central Africa made, evi­ 
dently, a profound impression upon the mem­ 
bers of Parliament around him. 
Lord Harrowby followed next upon the 
third resolution, pledging the meeting to 
“promote all constitutional means for the 
abolition of the East African slave trade,” 
and he was gratified that bis government had 
at lust token np this matter in a thoughtful 
and earnest spirit. 
Mr. Otway, in second­ 
ing the motion, referred to Mr. Stanley as 
one who 
had 
done a great work, who 
had put bis hand to the plough aud had not 
looked back. 
Lord Harrowby’s main point, 
however, was the abrogation of tho obnoxious 
slave trade treaty with the Sultan of Zanzibar. 
Sir Bartle Frore, who followed next in the dis­ 
cussion, wasof the opinion thatatthe time those 
engagements were made with the senii-bar- 
larous tribes of Africa they were made with 
the most perfect conviction that they went as 
far at that time as it was possible to g o ; and 
OS this opinion is supported by our refereuces 
to Henry Clay and President Lincoln we will 
not attempt to refute it. It will suffice that 
in her relations with this East African slave 
trade Eugland bos fallen fer behind tho ad­ 
vanced and advancing spirit of the age. 
Sir Bartlv Frera earnestly advocated the 
proposed colouies in East Africa of emanci­ 
pated blacks as nuclei from which not only 
toutb, hat freedom and nivilizatioa 


will spread throoghoat Afriea. wUeh ii Ih t 
very idea that animated Henry Olay in Wi 
steadfimt advocacy of the American freedman’s 
settlement of Liberia. 
We infer, too, from 
Sir Bartie Frere’s enthnsiasm upon this sub- 
ject that these colonies are pert and parcel of 
his important mission to the East African 
coast 
And here, dismissing the other speak- 
ers of the evening, we may diverge to a few 
concluding remarks upon the services of Mr. 
Stanley in bringing the attention of the Quwn 
of England and her government to active 
measures for the suppression of this horrible 
slave trade of East Africa, the ramifications of 
which extend through Abyssinia and the whole 
vaUey of the NUe, and through aU those re­ 
gions around the Nile sources south of the 
Equator explored by Dr. Livingstone. 
Enterprising aud adventurous men, in their 
boldest enterprises, have often achieved won­ 
ders which they dreamed not of in the outset. 
Thus Columbas, in his adventure for a western 
passage to the East Indies, stumbled u ^ n a 
new world. 
Thns “Old John Brown,” in his 
insane raid upon Harper’s Ferry, rekindled 
our slavery agitation into a revolutionary fire, 
in which slavery in this country was con­ 
sumed. Thus Brigham Young, in planting 
his Mormon community at Great Salt Lake, 
though never dreaming of such a thing, 
opened the way for our pioneer Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
Thus Stanley, the H x b a l d Oommis- 
sionor, detailed to the heart of Africa to 
find Dr. Livingstone, comes back from his 
perilous but successful adventure with such 
revelations of the savage atrocities of the 
East African slave trade that the British 
Queen 
and the 
British government are 
brought at once to active measures for its 
extirpation. T^Jiat heroic old Christian philan- 
nthropist, Livingstone, has said, but in the 
voice of despair, that he would rather be rec­ 
ognized in the future as an instrument in 
the hands of Divine Providence, through 
whom this Afriean slave trade was abolished, 
than as the discoverer of the sources of the 
Nile, and now it is probable that with his re­ 
turn to cjyilization he will to d bjgdwrest 
dream in progress of ftilflhnentand himself 
chief among the heroes of this great emancipa­ 
tion. 
Thus often apparently the ablest instru­ 
ments achieve in the purposes of Omnipo­ 
tence His greatest designs. 
It is impossible 
now, wit^ all this accumulatod testimony 
against it, from Livingstone, Stanley, Burton, 
Speke, Grant, and from that king of African 
explorers, Baker, and from hundreds of other 
witnesses, that this East African slave trade 
can much longer survive. But it is to the ap­ 
pealing voice of Livingstone, the voice as of 
one risen from the grave, that the civilized 
world is most indebted for these active Eng­ 
lish emancipation movements; and in this 
view the N e w T o b k H e b a u d recognizes a great 
and enduring reward far transcending its high­ 
est anticipations from its Livingstone Search 
Expedition. 
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a n d A m e r le n . 
Whüe New York is looking at its first snow 
storm of the season we receive details from 
Europe of the terrific tempest which swept 
over the northern portions of the Continent, 
working rain and disafter along the sonthem 
shore of the Baltic, among the islands of the 
Danish archipelago and far out upon the 
German Ocean. Storms in the month of 
November are things that the coasting pop­ 
ulation 
of 
Scandinavia 
have 
justly 
learned to dread. 
Rushing down from the 
north they drive the waves before them, and, 
in addition to the shipping dashed by their 
force upon the lee shore to the south, all the 
low-lying islands and the coast of the Conti­ 
nent are visited with inundation. 
Nine years 
ago in this same month a similar storm de­ 
stroyed hundreds of vessels then afloat in tho 
North Sea, and year after year the November 
storms in that wide northern region count 
their hundreds of victims by sea and land. 
The storm of Wednesday last must have been 
unusually severe. 
The town of Stralsund, we 
learn, suffered terribly from inundation and 
damage to buildings by the fnry of the wind. 
In the neighboring islands of Daro, Zingst 
and Hiddensce the loss of life was very great, 
and to those surviving the horrors of hunger, 
thirst and exposure were reserved. 
The 
smacks of the island fishermen were broken 
to pieces; the wind and rising waves tore 
down their dwellings ; 
even the wells on 
which they depended for fresh water were 
flooded with water from the sea. The la i^ r 
island ef Rugen also suffered from the in­ 
undation. 
It U gratifying to observe that 
the Prussian government, with oommendable 
promptitude, has despatched steamers laden 
with creature comforts to the unfortunates 
visited by this calamity. 
Along the serrated 
coast of Denmark and its islands the storm 
has also flung destruction broadcast. 
The 
town of PrsBsto, in the island of Seeland, was 
badly inundated, and the small island of 
Botoe completely submerged for a time, all 
the inhabitants being drowned. 
This sad 
array of disasters does not cover the extent of 
the misfortnne. Reports of losses to shipping 
reach os in increasing numbers, and for a 
week at least we shall be unable to compute 
the fall loss.

The Academy of Music was crowded last evening 
from parquet to dome. The time-honored society 
rommenced their thirty-first season under the most 
favorable auspices. They made a hit in engaging 
the best soloist who hss ever appeared at their 
concerts. The name and fame of Rubinstein could 
not fail to attra c t every one who loved music. He 
was In Ills most inaplred mood. 
His own concerto. 
No. 4, in D minor, to which wo have alluded In de­ 
tail after his first concert in this city, formed the 
pfvoflde rf’siManiyi of the evening. Never before 
during the season did the great pianist stand 
forth in 
such 
colossal proporUons. 
With an 
orchestra of 
trained 
veterana 
and 
a 
con­ 
ductor who reflected every phase of the com­ 
poser’s Ideas, the performance of the pianist became 
a labor of love. The delightful andante in the sec- 
oud movement, in which there occurs a tender dia­ 
logue between the piano and the clarionet (Mr. 
Doehm played the latter instrum ent like a thorough 
artist), was worthy of a special mention in the pro- 
grumme. Then in the stormy finale the wondcrfal 
power of the pianist was revealed to Its fullest ex­ 
tent. One would think th at amid tne hurly-burly 
of one hundred instrum ents a pUnist would be 
swamped. It was lar othcrwtse with Rubinstein. 
Tne piano beneath his magic touch became the 
comniandiug spirit, and the listener forgot strings, 
reeds nnd brasses in the overwhelming tone of the 
magnificent instrum ent that poured forth pnrase 
after phrase of the wondrous work. 
The second selection or Rubinstein was not a 
happy one for the occasion. 
“Les Preludes” of 
Chopin consist of twenty-four pettte.% characteristic 
themes, somewhat like the “Carnival” 01 Nchumann, 
more poetic certainly, but nevertheless equally 
frngraentnry. 
Rubinstein played four or Uvc of 
them, but they were ao different in character that 
even he coiil.l not reconcile a musical mind to such 
a niosalo pattern in a work of art. At a I’hllharmoulc 
concert we like to hear a work which is fovqded on 
one grand conception and not a sot of heteroge­ 
neous Ideas loosely strung together. After “ I.es 
Preludes” came two works, the performance of 
which alone la Rufllclent to place Rubinstein in the 
very first rank of musicians. 
These were the 
“ Krl King” of Schubert, and the march from “The 
Ruins of Athens,” by Ucetliovou. We have already 
spoken in tne most ample term s of the wonderful 
Illustration of Schubert’s romantic song by the 
Kusslaa planut. it must be heard to be fully ap­ 
preciated.
